It is pedocUy 
understood and admitted that oar adlu - 
lion to the Dominion will bo of uUi- 
mato benefit to us, but that would afford 
little oomfort to tbose wlioso com- 
mercial interests aro daily becoming 
more restricted, and whoso profits ior 
lack of businees are being reduced to 
omothing merely nominal. Wo rtquiro 
immediate relief, oiid as a mca- 
Buro for that purpose (we alludo to the 
Drawbacks Bill) was duly pasBcd 
throngb the Legislative Council wo can 
Bee no good reason why it should not 
be carried into operation forth with. 
The meaaure was carefully prepared 
and every source ot information was 
anxiously songht for ; the more views 
of the promoters, whose convictions 
were fnily satisflod on the Bubj.ot, 
•were studiously ignored until the la- 
bour* of the Committee appointed to 
iDVOBtigate the matter bad been com- 
pleted ; and so overwhelming was the 
evidence adduced in sapport of it, that 
gentlemen previously opposed to the 
measure confessed their error and be- 
came its mosi arduous advocates. The 
Executive was prossed to give an im- 
mediate assent to tho Bill, as bcin>{ an 
entirely preliminary act for tho niodi^ 
ficalion ot our Customs laws, which 
were admitted on all sides to bo wholly 
incompatible wiili the |)rogresfi cl trade ; 
but this was evaded on merely foroial 
grounds; and the Attorney Goiierul 
assured the House that the delay likely 
to arise in coneoqaence of its beinf^ 
■ent Home for approval would not ex~ 
oeed three to four months at tho very 
OBtaide. That time and more hes rolled 
away, but there are no tidin-s of the 
Bill. iNumeroas measures ot leas im- 
portsnco have received the Royal as- 
sent, but not a whisper has been heard 
of the Drawbacks Bill. Wbat has be- 
come of the Bill ? Can anyone explain ? 
"Will it ever be assented to, or are we 
merely the uupes to governmental 
mancBUvre ? In justice to their position 
as representatives of the people the 
members of tho Legislative Council 
who supported and carried the Bill 
through should insist on having Iho 
matter clearly explained. Their posi- 
tion in tho Council would bo reduced to 
ft ridiculous farco if any underhand in- 
fluence can bo brought to bear in order 
to neutralize their eftbrts in framint,' 
measures lor tho benefit of tho public. 
If two or three public servants can pre- 
rent the adoption of laws duly enacted 
by Legislatures properly appointed to 
frame them, then the miserable comedy 
of a Legislative C'JUncil is beneath oon- 
tempt. We are under tho impression, 
however, that BUOh an insult to tho 
people dare not be attempted even witii 
our peoaliar form of government, and 
that po&Bibly a studied neglect of the 
Billon the pait of those in authority 
may be the entire secret of the affair 
that it only requires the proper enqui- 
ries to be made about it by our repro- 
Bontatives. This we trust will bo 
dono. if the Bill was brought into 
operation promptly a f^reai relief would 
be given to trade, ami by the ' removal 
of Bomo of tho iiiosl dirtngreeiiblu lo.ilrio- 
tiouB from our Cusunns legulatioiiH, all 
would bo dono that can be ticheived 
until tho control of such matters is in- 
tested in the Governinent of (Janadu, 
or until tlio creation oi a I'loo I'urL. 
It would encourage llio protocu.ioii of 
a trade with our ncighhourn that, \h 
DOW almost dortnani, and help our 
commercial men to tide over the period 
that innst elapae before we can have a 
change of Government. The suhjeci 
i« one of great importance to us all, and 
mast not be allowed to rest a singlu 
day. It might be well for a delegation 
to wait ( n tbe Administrator ot tim 
Government and request him to take 
tbe necesoary steps to procure tbe infor- 
mation required.

"3 The snbsequent intor"mar'"iage of 
tho parties may be pleaded in bar of con- 
viction."
